3) ...no suffering that we may encounter that holds a candle to 
what he endured. We can truly say with Isaiah Surely he hath 
borne our griefs, and carried our sorrows; That's how Paul could 
say: 2 Corinthians 4:17-18 For our light affliction, which is for 
the moment, worketh for us more and more exceedingly an 
eternal weight of glory; while we look not at the things which 
are seen, but at the things which are not seen: for the things 
which are seen are temporal; but the things which are not seen 
are eternal. 


1) ...every last drop of sin for us. Despite the humiliation and 
rejection Jesus submitted to the will of the Father. Again and 
again he prayed! Vs 35 Fell on the ground. ..again and again... "If 
we can call God Father everything is bareable. Time and Time 
again we will not understand, but always we will be certain that 
"the Father's hand will never cause a child a needless tear." 
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1) ...horrors consumed him like an avalanche, we find the words 
nevertheless not my will but thing be done.
